Russian Mine 
Sinks Jap Ship 


143 Passengers, 
Crewmen Still 
Missing Thursday 


TOKYO—(/P)—The Japanese steam- 


er Kehimaru sank Wednesday night 
in the sea of Japan, a loss attributed 
in a prompt official protest to a drift- 
ing Russian mine, and late Thursday 
143 passengers and crewmen were 
still unaccounted for. 


Domei, Japanese news agency, said 


that rescuers had picked up 247 per- 
sons from the blasted ship, including 
10 seriously injured. 
They had 17 


bodies. 


Vessels which rushed to the aid 


of the steamer were still searching for 
the remainder of the 342 passengers 
and G5 crewmen. 


The Japanese foreign 
office pro- 


tested to Russia and demanded a 
prompt reply. The mine was said to 
have drifted from Russian waters to a 
point off the Korean coast where it 
was hit by the Kehimaru, a ship of 
4,523 Ions.

Chinese Aid 
Meanwhile a broadcast from Hsiri- 


dng, capital of the apanese dominat- 
ed Manchukuo, reported that 18th' 
Chinese (Communist) field army had 
jromised 100,000 Chinese troops to aid 
Russia against Germany and that they 
were about to be transported west- 
ward. 


There was no immediate indication 


whether the Russians had launched 


major counter offensive but Tass 


reported that the Red cavalry and in- 
fantry had made a series of attacks 
and that German forces at one point, 
identified only as "KH" had been enr 
circled.
